Vladimir Alex- 
eyevich Gloukhov . was 
charged tonight with an “abor- 
tive attempt to obtain Dutch 
state secrets.”

The Netherlands govern- 
ment rejected a protest by the 
Soviet Embassy here against 
Gloukhov's arrest. 

Under Dutch law the 
charges on which he was hold 
carry a maximum prison sen- 
tence of six years. ; 

Gloukhov, about SO, had just 
left an Amsterdam dairy store 
when three detectives grabbed 
him and threw him info a car. '

screamed and passersby ran to 
help him because they thought;
